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CcDiiicdity  S-umrnary 

May  1  stocks  in  refrigerated  warehouses  totaled  5»3  "billion  pounds^  the  largest 
amoimt  ever  stored  on  that  date,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Supplies 
in  cooler  rooms  declined  seasonally  hut  at  1.8  hillion  pounds  were  11  percent  larger 
than  a  year  earlier  and  20  percent  larger  than  the  May  1,  average.  Freezer- 

held  products  totaled  3*5  hillion  pounds,  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier  hut  27 
percent  greater  than  average.     Utilization  of  public  refrigerated  warehouse  space 
on  May  1  was  unchanged  from  the  previous  month.    Cooler  occupancy  was  55  percent 
and  freezer  occupancy,  66  percent.     Although  these  levels  of  occupancy  were  about 
equal  to  those  reported  on  May  1,  1963^  they  were  slightly  larger  than  average  for 
the  date.     Refrigerated  warehouses  held  a  record  supply  of  frozen  vegetables  on 
May  1  following  heavy  receipts  of  french  fries.     Total  vegetable  stocks  increased 
7  million  pounds  to  1,059  million  pounds.     The  April  gain  contrasted  with  the  31 
million  pound  reduction  last  year  and  the  average  .April  reduction  of  26  million 
pounds.    French  fry  stocks  of  3^6  million  pounds  were  a  record  high  and  compared 
with  321  million  stored  on  May  1,  I963  and  I56  million  pounds,  the  average  for 
the  date.     Paced  by  a  32- percent  increase  in  Florida  orange  concentrate  stocks, 
total  warehouse  holdings  advanced  8  million  gallons  to  37  million  on  May  1, 
Although  the  April  advance  was  significantly  larger  than  both  a  year  earlier 
and  average.  May  1  stocks  were  about  one- fourth  less  than  at  this  time  last  year 
but  larger  than  average  by  one  percent. 

Frozen  fruit  holdings  were  reduced  53  million  pounds  during  April,  about 
average  for  the  month  and  on  May  1  totaled  2^^  million  pounds.     These  supplies 
were  22  percent  less  than  on  this  date  last  year  and  I9  percent  less  than  average. 
Stocks  of  each  frozen  fruit  item,  decreased  dujring  the  month  ranging  from,  a  7 
percent  reduction  in  stocks  of  apples  to  a  27  percent  reduction  in  stocks  of 
cherries.     Holdings  of  butter  increased  slightly  during  April  to  197  million  pounds. 
The  gain  -  6  million  pounds  -  compared  with  an  11-million  increase  during  April 
1963  and  the  average  increase  of  23  million  pounds.     Supplies  were  55  percent  of 
a  year  earlier  and  about  70  percent  of  average.    American  cheese  stocks  moved  up 
strongly  during  April,    A  19-million  pound  gain  brought  May  1  holdings  to  283 
million  pounds,  11  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  6  percent  less  than  average. 
Shell  egg  accumulations  this  April  were  larger  than  a  year  ago  and  stocks  were 
increased  to  8I  thousand  cases,  ^5  percent  more  than  on  May  1,  1963*  However, 
these  supplies  were  only  one- third  as  large  as  average  for  the  date.     Frozen  egg 
stocks  moved  up  17  million  pounds  to  63  million  on  May  1.     For  the  date,  these 
supplies  were  7  percent  above  a  year  earlier  but  I5  percent  below  average. 
Poultry  supplies  were  reduced  seasonally  during  April  and  were  doi.n  to  2^1  million 
pounds  on  May  1.    Reductions  prevailed  in  all  regions  of  the  country  except  in 
the  East  South  Central  and  ranged  from  5  percent  in  the  New  England  area  to  25 
percent  in  the  Mountain  States.    Meats  in  storage  gained  63  million  pounds  over 
the  April  1  inventory  and  on  May  1  totaled  87^  million  pounds.     There  were  seasonal 
declines  in  stocks  of  beef,  veal,  lamb  and  mutton  but  a  general  buildup  in  stocks 
of  various  pork  cuts  in  both  cooler  and  freezer  rooms.     Supplies  of  pork  were 
almost  50  percent  larger  than  average  and  27  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier. 
Cooler  and  freezer  stock  changes 

Cooler  stocks  declined  during  A.pril  but  freezer  stocks  increased.     The  net 
change  lowered  total  refrigerated  stocks  from  5 •6  billion  pounds  on  April  1  to  5.3 
billion  on  May  1.     For  the  date,  supplies  were  the  largest  on  record  and  exceeded 
May  1  last  year  by  3  percent  and  average  by  2h  percent.     Total  cooler  weight  was 
d.o\m  from  a  month  earlier.    However,  fresh  vegetables,  dried  and  evaporated  fruits, 
nutmeats,  cheese,  eggs,  and  pork  increased.     The  1.8  billion  pounds  in  cooler 
storage  on  May  1  were  about  average  for  the  date  and  compared  with  I.7  billion 
stored  at  this  time  last  year.     Freezer  stocks  were  up  slightly  from  A.pril  1 
because  of  gains  in  stocks  of  creara, butter,  eggs,  juices,  vegetables,  and  pork. 
Tlie  3*5  billion  pounds  stored  on  May  1  were  equal  to  the  holdings  of  a  year 
earlier  but  27  percent  larger  than  average. 
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Storage  occupancy  in  pulplic  warehouses 

Cooler  occupancy  was  55  percent  of  capacity  on  May  1^  unchanged  from  "both  a 
month  earlier  and  a  year  earlier  hut  k  points  greater  than  the  1958-^2  average  for 
this  time  of  year.     Ereezer  occupancy  was  66  percent  of  capacity^  the  same  as  a 
month  earlier  and  a  year  earlier  hut  2  points  more  than  average  for  May  1, 
Juices^  vegetahleSj,  and  fruits 

May  1  supplies  of  orange  concentrate  were  larger  than  on  April  1  in  all  areas 
of  the  country  except  in  the  East  North  Central  where  there  was  a  7  percent 
reduction.     In  other  areas ^  the  gains  ranged  from  2  to  h6  percent.     Total  warehouse 
stocks  increased  29  percent  during  April  to  37  million  gallons^  ahout  1  percent 
larger  than  average  hut  2h  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.     The  April  gain  of  8 
million  gallons  was  k  times  the  I963  increase  and  twice  the  average  gain  for  the 
month.     Frozen  vegetable  stocks  were  at  a  record  May  1  level  with  1^059  million 
pounds.     They  were  26  million  pounds  above  the  previous  high  recorded  May  1^  19^3 
and  were  hQ  percent  larger  than  average  for  the  time  of  year.    May  1  frozen 
vegetable  supplies  usually  are  lower  than  on  April  1  but  this  year  stocks  increased 
because  of  an  usually  large  gain  in  stocks  of  french  fries  which  offset  reductions 
in  other  vegetable  items.    Holdings  of  frozen  fruits  declined  53  million  pounds 
during  April  to  2kh-  million  on  May  1.     This  reduction  was  about  average  for  April 
but  22  percent  less  than  last  year  when  stocks  totaled  313  million  pounds  on 
May  1.    Average  stocks  for  the  date  are  302  million  pounds.     Supplies  of  frozen 
fruit  were  lowered  in  all  areas  of  the  country  during  April.     The  reduction  ranged 
from  7  percent  in  the  West  South  Central  States  to  29  percent  in  the  Pacific  region. 
Dairy  and  dairy  products 

Stocks  of  butter  increased  to  197  million  pounds  on  May  I,,  a  gain  of  6  million 
during  April;,  compared  with  the  11  million  increase  during  April  a  year  earlier  and 
the  average  gain  of  23  million.    Government- ovmed  butter  on  May  1  totaled  139 
million  pounds^  leaving  58  million  in  commercial  channels  compared  with  35  million 
at  this  time  last  year.     Holdings  of  American  cheese  advanced  to  283  million  pounds 
on  May  1^  a  gain  of  19  million  pounds  during  April.     Stocks  were  11  percent  below 
a  year  earlier  and  6  percent  under  average.    Government  holdings  of  American  cheese 
totaled  7  million  pounds^  compared  with  33  million  a  year  earlier. 
Poultry  and  poultry  products 

May  1  frozen  poultry  supplies  totaled  2^1  million  pounds^  15  percent  more  than 
a  year  earlier  and  16  percent  more  than  average.     Stocks  of  frozen  poultry  declined 
32  million  pounds  during  April,  compared  with  a  reduction  of  k2  million  pounds  during 
April  last  year  and  3^  million,  the  average  reduction  for  the  month.     Turkey  holdings 
were  122  million  pounds,  a  decline  of  29  million  during  April.     Tlie  May  1  inventory 
was  k  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  13  percent  above  average  but  21  percent  less 
than  the  record  May  1  stocks  in  I962,     Frozen  egg  supplies  were  63  million  pounds 
an  increase  of  17  million  pounds  during  May.    A  year  earlier  stocks  totaled  58 
million  pounds  and  average  holdings  are  7^!-  million  pounds.     Stocks  of  shell  eggs 
were  8I  thousand  cases  compared  with  56  thousand  a  year  earlier  and  the  average 
May  1  inventory  of  257  thousand  cases. 
Meat  and  meat  products 

Supplies  of  meat  and  meat  products  increased  63  million  pounds  during  the  month 
to  87^  million  pounds.    A  year  earlier,  stocks  increased  ^9  million  pounds  and  the 
average  increase  is  ^3  million  pounds.     Stocks  were  27  percent  larger  than  on  May  1, 
1963  and  53  percent  above  average.     Beef  holdings  were  down  to  262  million  pounds. 
The  10-million  pound  decline  during  April  compared  with  a  3-inillion  pound  reduction 
during  April  I963  and  the  average  of  2  million  pounds.     Stocks  of  pork  were  27 
percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  ^8  percent  above  average.     Frozen  pork  holdings 
were  ^-39  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  6k  million  pounds.     Supplies  of  frozen  pork 
bellies  on  May  1  were  159  million  pounds  compared  with  120  million  stored  at  this 
time  last  year.
